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Peace in Spain 

The Republic of Spain has officially 
ceased to exist. President Azana has 
proclaimed his resignation. General 
Franco has been recognized by thirty odd 
countries as the governing power, France 
and Britain in turn giving the final and 
decisive acknowledgement. The war is 
over actually and in process of being end- 
ed formally. It ends in complete defeat 
and submission of the former Govern- 
ment, however the fact may be disguised 
under the name of armistice. 

The Spanish people will at least and at 
last have relief from the savage torture 
of war, For that they must be thankful, 
bitter as the vanquished may feel at the 
loss of a popular form of government. Al- 
most any type of authority that can pre- 
serve order and permit the forces of re- 
construction to get under way is likely to 
be acceptable in the circumstances even 
by those who have been its enemies. 

The completeness of Franco’s victory 
makes that probable, almost inevitable. 
Guerrilla warfare is hardly likely to con- 
tinue on any wide scale, since it would be 
hopeless. The decisiveness of the out- 
come is for that reason fortunate. 


Trying to Get Rid of Them 


Herr Goebbels and his associates have 
done a right-about on the subject of let- 
ting the Jews out of Germany. A few 
weeks ago they were demanding a bribe 
for each Jew permitted tc leave the coun- 
try, in the shape of an order from abroad 
for German goods. Now they are telling 
the Jews they must get out at the rate of 
100 a day, issuing passports galore, and 
leaving it to the migrants to find out 
where they can go, with nothing said 
about foreign orders for German goods. 

There are a few things the Nazis can- 
not do. One is to suspend the law of 
cause and effect. They robbed the Jews 
and then told foreigners they would have 
to ransom them. The foreigners didn’t. 
Now the Nazis don’t know what to do 
with their victims. They are more anx- 
jous to get these out of their sight than 
other governments are to multiply their 
unemployment troubles by inviting or ac- 
cepting large migrations of immigrants. 
But, while they can drive one of the per- 
seciited ones to the border, they cannot 
compel some other country to admit him. 
What are they to do; resort to mass mur- 
der? Hardly. 

There is a way out of the difficulty, 
which the Nazi headmen know quite well. 
If they gave back the money they stcle 
from the Jews, these could pay their pas- 
sages to other countries and establish 
themselves, and would be permitted to do 
so. One of these days Nazi necessity 
may prove even stronger than Nazi 
greed. Then they will offer to finance 
the transplanting of the unwanted people 
to other lands—which would solve the 
difficulties of all concerned. 


The “East Side” 


Parliament got a glimpse at the ‘east 
side” of the wheat bonus question on Mon- 
day. Two members, representing farm- 
ing areas in Ontario and Quebec, | regis- 
tered a protest against their constituents 
being taxed to pay 4 subsidy on every 
bushel of wheat grown in western Can- 
ada. Farmers in those areas, they said, 
got 50 cents a bushel for last year’s 
wheat, with no bonus from the Govern- 
ment, and had to pay part of the fifty 
cents to make up the Government's loss 
on western “pegged” wheat. 

This does not make good reading in 
the west. But, whether we like it or not, 
that is how the eastern farmer—and the 
eastern townman also—looks at the blan- 
ket bonus on western wheat. There 18 
plenty to be said on the other side, ‘but 
they do not pay any attention to it What 
they are concerned about is that the Gov- 
ernment has lost $48,000,000 by pegging 
western wheat, which sum they have to 
help pay. 


It is easy to say this is a narrow view.

Some modification of the bcnus sys- 
tem will have to be made. Western mem- 
bers of parliament who refuse to recog- 
nize the situation and persist in making 
extreme demands are inviting trouble for 
the western wheat grower, though they 
may be voicing his wishes and think they 
are championing his interests. 


Bidding for Franco 


Great Britain, and France in less meas- 
ure, are being roundly condemned for 
giving official recognition to Franco's 
mastery in Spain. Their Governments are 
under fire of critics at home, and are cen- 
sured in some quarters abroad for having 
let democracy “down” by admitting the 
overthrow of the popularly elected author- 
ity. Franco’s victory is held — and with 
good ground—to be a victory for Musso- 
lini and Hitler; to be followed by the 
erection of a Fascist state on the border 
of France and at the gateway to the 
Mediterranean. 

There is only too much reason to sup- 
pose this will be the outcome. But it may 
not be. Franco victorious may be differ- 
ent from Franco the leader of a rebellion, 
wesperately in need of help and glad to 
get it from any quarter. He may turn 
out to be a Spaniard after all—and tell Il 
Duce and the Fuehrer so. That appar- 
ently is what Mr. Chamberlain and M. 
Daladier have been banking on. It must 
be hoped they are right; despite the 
weight of probability. 

In any case, the negative assistance 
Britain and France gave Franco is not in 
recognizing his victory after he had won, 
but was in clinging to the pretence that 
the international non-intervention pact 
was being observed when they knew bet- 
ter. Mussolini and Hitler were quite will- 
ing to risk precipitating a general war in 
Europe in order to supply Franco with 
men and munitions. Chamberlain and 
Daladier were not willing to take that 
risk, even to the extent of giving the late 
Government the common right of a 
belligerent to import arms. 

Franco’s mastery of Spain is an ac- 
complished fact, however attained. To re- 
fuse to recognize the fact wouldonly drive 
him into permanent allience with the dic- 
tators and dependence upon them. Per- 
haps recognition, and the hope of favors 
to come, will induce him to break with 
them now that he no longer needs their 
help.

Canadian Balance of International 
Payments 


A substantial credit balance on current 
account, revealing a net outflow of capital from 
Canada, continued to be the outstanding feature 
of the Canadian balance of international pay- 
ments, according to the estimate for 1938 re- 
cently issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics. The income of the Dominion from all 
externa] sources exceed all the current dis- 
bursements made by Canadians in other coun- 
tries by the substantial surplus of $188,800,000. 
This is the amount by which net external 
receipts from merchandise, gold and the tourist 
trade surpassed current payments abroad for 
interest and dividends, freight and other serv- 
ices.—Royal Bank of Canada. 


Mount Robson Park 


In a recent meeting at Prince George, B.C., 
the Yellowhead Highway Association passed a 
resolution asking the Dominion government to 
take over Mount Robson Park, which is now 
administered by the British Columbia govern- 
ment. 

Containing one of the highest and most mag- 
nificent peaks of the Canadian Rockies, Mount 
Robson Park lies along the Alberta border, ad- 
jacent to Jasper National Park. 

Transfer of its control to the federal govern- 
ment would seem to be a good move. As part of 
the Dominion’s chain of mountain playgrounds it 
would stand a better chance for development 
and tourist exploitation than as a purely provin- 
cial project. 

By completing the motor highway from Jas- 
per to Tete Jaune, which is also requested in 
the highway association’s resolution, the Dom- 
inion government could open a new scenic route 
through the Rockies from Alberta to the Pacific 
Coast, And the addition of Mount Robson and 
its surrounding natural beauty would provide 
added variety and added inducement to visit 
Jasper Park. 

Just as Yoho and Kootenay National Parks 
add to the drawing power and variety of Banff 
National Park, so Mount Robson could improve 
Jasper Park, 

In the same connection it might be to the ad- 
vantage of all concerned if Mount Assiniboine 
Park, containing the marvellous peaks adjacent 
to the southern part of Banff Park, were trans- 
ferred by the British Columbia government to 
the Dominion for development.—Calgary 
Albertan. 


Two Ways to Peace 
By SISLEY HUDDLESTONE 

Two theories of peacemaking confront each 
other in Europe. According to one school of 
political thought, the democratic countries 
should keep in the closest contact with the 
totalitarian countries, should never cease to 
negotiate, and should miss no opportunity of 
entering into bilateral agreements. According 
to the other school of jyclitical thought, the 
democratic countries should refuse to talk until 
they are in a position to fight, and should decline 
to sign any papers of a partial character as dis- 
tinct from comprehensive treaties which would 
Secure (it is hoped) the peace of Europe as a 
whole, 

Curiously enough, the French Socialists who 
have, until lately, always urged negotiations, and 
have supported all the peace pacts which have 
been drawn up since the World War, are now 
the most skeptical. On the Nationalist side, there 
is a general desire to come to terms. 


The argument against tete-a-tete conversa- 
tions and bilateral accords is that they may be 
used to immobilize the democratic countries 
while the totalitarian countries pursue their 
designs elsewhere. Thus Italy makes friends 
with England at the same time as it reveals its 
claims on France; apparently with the object 
of obtaining British support, or at any rate 
British neutrality, in its quarrel with France. 
Germany similarly establishes relations of good 
neighboriiness with France precisely at the 
moment when it verbally attacks England. 

If one regards the policy of bilateral accords 
purely as a somewhat cynical diplomatic game, 
it is obvious that there are many advantages 
for the Rome-Berlin axis in separating France 
and England from each other, and in detaching 
them both from Eastern Europe. Italy has 
elready played the peacemaker in Munich, 
apparently preventing the war over Czecho- 
Slovakia between Germany on one side and 
France and England on the other; and while it 
enbled Germany to get enormous benefits, it too 
received from the grateful democratic coun- 
tries a substantial reward in the shape of offi- 
cial recognition of the Abyssinian conquest. 
Now that Germany is the friend of France, will 
it not in its turn interpose its good offices 
between France and Italy in order to obtain 
for Italy various concessions? 

If this were indeed the purpose of such 
seesaw diplomacy, it would be impossible to 
deny a certain cleverness of Adolf Hitler and 
Benito Mussolini. But there is, according to the 
critics of the Franco-German agreement, still 
more behind, It has become clear that Germany 
is preparing to back up the independence of the 
Ukraine. 

Against such diplomatic methods the other 
school of thought argues that if countries are to 
remain “enemies” until they agree on every sub- 
ject, including those which are remote from the 
interests of one of them, then war does become 
inevitable. Surely, this school says, it is better 
to come to whatever agreements are immediately 
possible, and remove at least some causes of 
strife, and those the most important: For France 
to refuse the hand which Germany holds out to 
it would be a blunder; it would put France in 
the wrong and fasten a dreadful responsibility 
on it. Nor would it, in perpetuating the Franco- 
German feud, affect for the better the problem 
of Eastern Europe. 

Nobody knows, though many people pretend 
to know, Germany’s future policy. If it is to be 
aggressive in the East, it will prot e 
to be aggressive despite French opposiuon— 
which may precipitate a clash. But if France 

bd Germany have friendly relations, and agree 
ongult each other, it may well be that French 
uence, persuasive and peaceful, on the course 
vents, will not be negligible. Peace is surely 
conquered province by province, and car 
ne won at one fell swovp.

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The Passing Show (SIDE GLANCES —

While other nations have been limiting the 
freedom of the press, Great Britain is amending 
the Official Secrets Act of 1920, to further assure 
freedom to the British press. Under the Official 
Secrets Act the authorities were given power to 
interrogate a suspect, so that he could virtually 
be made to convict himself. From 
this, certain authorities claimed 
the right to make a Manchester 
reporter divulge the name of a 
police official who had given him information 
about a certain memorandum. 

The new bill, introduced first in the House 
of Lords owing to press of business in the Com- 
mons, restricts these special powers of interro- 
gation to cases of espionage only. It affirms the 
common law right of the press to refuse to 
divulge sources of information, save those calcu- 
lated to be directly or indirectly useful to an 
enemy. 

Britain still remains the home of liberty of 
speech and freedom of the press.

When it is possible to secure raw 
milk from healthy cows, the raw 
milk should be used. Pasteurization 
affects the mineral and vitamin con- 
tent to some extent, as the heating 
seems to destroy some of the sub- 
stances needed for the best nutri- 
tion, If there is any question as to | 
whether the milk comes from 
healthy cows, {t is better to pas- | 
teurize it. However, if necessity 
forees the use of pasteurized milk 
then the diet should be fortified 
with raw foods such as salads and 
fruits, to make good the minerals 
and vitamins partially removed 
from the milk by heating

follow about using milk in the diet?” 

Milk has very nourishing qualities 
and is worthy of being considered 
areal food. When using it, use It as 
a protein, following the rules gov- 
erning the combination of protein! 
foods. You will find milk ts best | 
used with the raw acids fru'ts (or | 
their juices) or with the non-starchy 
vegetables. Used in either way, it 
provides a perfect meal, Or, milk | 
may be used with starches, such as 
breakfast foods, which have been 
thoroughly toasted. 

Curdling is the first step in the 
digestion of milk, and the smalier 
the curds, the more readilv the milk | 
is digested. When an acid fruit, or 
juice, is taken with the milk, the 
milk curds will be broken up into 
finer particles than would be the 
case if the milk were taken alone. |
